R. D'Anvers's laſt Craftſman 7s 4 Sequel to bis for- 
mer: In this la Paper he undertakes to fhew, that 
Oppreſſion which comes upon us from à Corrupt Parlia- 
ment, is a much more grievous Sort of Oppreſſion than 
any that' can probably ariſe from an Illegal Exertion of

* Maſter.” Thus the Thirſt of Power made him a Depen- 
dant ; and the Deſire of being more a King than he ſhou'd 
in. Juſtice, made him leſs a King than he ought in Honour. 
He was intoxicated with the Idea of Arbitrary Govern- 
ment, and to attain to it, liſten'd to the Counſel of Men, 
who making their own Advantage of this unjuſt Paſſion, 
rendered him odious to his Subjects, who held him in ſuch 
Contempt,. that they wou'd not rely upon his Word with- 
out Security ; and indeed, they had little Reaſon to truſt to 
his Promiſes, as he had been guilty of Ferjury, with Re- 
 gard:o the Charters, and laugh'd at the Credulity of ſuch 
as thought him incapable of falſiſying his Word once given;

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Aſter the Heraclides returned to Peleponneſus, the Spar- 
taat were ſubject to two Kings, who were always choſen 
oat of two Families deſcended from Hercules. Laredemonia 
was, at firſt, very much difturbed by popular Commotions, 
and rent by Diſſentions, which muſt have ended in the Ruin 
of that Nation, had not Lycurgus interpoſed, and, by his 
Wiſdom, prevented the fatal Conſequences of them. It 
was he who reſtored Peace and Order in Sparta, by in- 
troducing into their Form of Government, a Senate of 
eight and twenty Perſons, who had the two Kings at their 
Head. This Body always kept a due Equilibrium between 
the Kings and the People, by ſetting themſelves up in 
Capoten to which-ever Party attempted any Thing that 
iir... | 
It was, however, thought neceſſary afterwards, to ſecure 
the Publick from any Abuſe of this Power, by the annual 
Choice of five Perſons; from amongſt the Commonalty, 
who were called -Ephorji, and who were veſted with an 
Authority ſuperior to that either of the Senators or the 
Kings. The latter were under very great Reſtraint, 
more 1 in Time of Peace, and when they were 
in the City. When they were at War, their Kings had, 
indeed, the Command of their Fleets and Armies; but 
even then, under the ſpecious Name of a Council, they 
bad thoſe appointed to attend them, who were Spies up- 
on all their Actions. At the Election of Magiſtrates the 
Epbori preſided, and they had Power to call their Ad- 
miniſtrat ion into Queſtion: Nay, this Power went ſo far, 
that it extended even over the Perſons of their Kings, 
whom they could _— and put to Death. All pub- 
lick Affairs were, indeed, propoſed, and debated in the Fe- 
aate, but their Decrees were of no Force, till they had 
the Sanction of the People. As long as Lycargus's Laws 
were ſtrictly obſerved, the King reſted fatisfied with that 
Share of Power, which they allotted them; Sedition 
was a Thing the People had no Knowledge of, nor did 
the Thoughts of a Revolution ever enter into their Mind. 
This abſolute Submiſſion, on all Sides, to the Laws, ſe- 
cured the Lacedemonians in Affluence and Peace, while all 
their Neighbours were but too ſenſible of the Truth of an 
Obſervation made by Plato, vis.

Another excellent Rule of Government among this-wiſe

and Abſtemious. As he had a good Knack at Perſuaſion, 
being help'd by an Imp, which he carried about with him,

he enducèd Numbers of Feople to make Ducks and Drates 


of their Money; they were ſo bewitch'd, that they: 
thought the only way to want nothing, was to be worth 
nothing; and this Faſcination did not ceaſe; they had not 
their Eyes open'd to their Folly, till they were ſtripp'd 
of the Pf Penny, and then becoming ſenſible of the Spell 
they had been under, a Cord, a Piſtol, or the Thames, put 
au End to their Miſery ; for tho! the Wizard got their 


Money by the Power of his Charms, he wou'd not part 


with a Souſe to relieve the Neceſſities he had occaſioned. 
Since then he has initiated a Number of unhappy Wretches, 
but keeps them dependent on himſelf, and travels the 
Country, or diſperſes theſe his Diſciples in all the Coun- 
ties, where by rubbing the Palms of the poor Ruſticks 
with his Pulvis Aureus, he dims their Sight, claps Chains 
upon their Legs, and makes them his Slaves for the re- 
mainder of their Days.

T have my ſelf known a Couple of his Dæmons, like 
Greyhounds, with a Dozen” of |Lobfers..of an enormous 
Size, break open an Houſe, carry away the Mafter of it, 
plunder him of his Goods, and ſhut the poor Man up in 
4 one of the Wizard's enchanted Caſtles, where he has fatia- 
5 ted his thirſt of Reyenge. Theſe wicked Practices have 
| piven him the nick- name of Robin the Devil; and made 
as terrible, to ſome People, as the Devil himſelf, If 
it was not for a few honeſt and wiſe Men, who have 
Counter-Charms, and daily are upon the Watch to pre- 
vent or repair the Damage he intends, or does, it is 
thought, before now, he wou'd have brought the whole 
. Nation under his Bondage; but theſe honeſt People, daily 
| recover to Sight, and free from their Fetters, ſeveral, 
who have had the Misfortune to fall into his Hands; not 
long ſince, at a Horſe Race, where was a great Concourſe

titude of People in Praiſe of the Former. Me ſhall lay an 
AbſtraQ' of this Speech before our Readers. Rs 
POVERTY; my Friends, (ſay's the Wizard) is infi- 
nitely preferable to RIC HES. The wiſeſt and great- 
eſt Men have been of this Opinion. Look back to the 
Life of Valerius Pablicola, Menenius Agrippa, and the re- 


| d Arifides, who all died fo extremely Poor, that 
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they were buried at the publick Charge. Epaminondas the 
Theban, after the many Victories he had gain'd, and the 
Rich Spoils he had taken, had nothing in his Houſe, when 
he died, but a walking Stick, and epually Poor, were Pau- 
ius Amilius, Attilius Regulus, Cincinnatus, Curius, Fabri- 
tius, Cato Elius, and Marcus Manlius ; the Examples of 
theſe great and wiſe Men, beſides, that of ſeveral Moderns, 
which it wou'd be tedious to enumerate, (as almoſt every . 
Man of Letters and Merit in. theſe our Days,) ſuffi- 
ciently prove, that Poverty is more elegible thin AMu- 
ence ; nay, my own, and the Practice of all great and rich 
Men ſhews, by our Neglect of the virtuous Needy, that 
we know they are not in reality Poor, tho' extremely ſo, 
according to:the common Acceptation of the Word; for 
he only is Poor, who is Ignorant, Knowledge is the moſt 
ſolid Riches ; Poverty is the Guide to the Phane of Wiſ- 
dom, and Wiſdom is the Harbinger of Virtue; which is 
of ſuch Efficacy that no Man is ſo great and powerful; but 
muſt pay it Homage: He, who is poſſeſs d of Virtue, can 


+ -  defire nothing beyond it, and who deſiers nothing more 


than he poſſeſſes is ſufficiently rich; for Poverty conſiſts 
not in the want of Money: but in the Abundance of our 
Deſires, and where Virtue is once implanted, it baniſhes all 
Concupiſcence; conſequently the Man of Virtue, cannot 
be eſteemed Poor; Virtue and Poverty are incompatible. 
Every publick-ſpirited Man ought to endeavour to intro- 
duce Poverty as it is productive of Wiſdom and Virtue, 
for conſequently the wiſeſt and moſt virtuous Nation will 
ever make the greateſt Figure, and be in the higheſt Eſ- 
teem with its Neighbours. How many uſeſull inventions 
do we owe to Poverty? I may ſay, that we have very 
few, but what ſprang from Neceſſity, which, you all know, 
is call'd the Mother of Invention. Ageſilaus ſays, that Po- 
verty is the School of Virtue, Taletes, that Poverty ren- 
ders a Man virtuous, and contributes much more to the 
improving the Mind than Riches, which commonly diſtract 
it with numberleſs Cares, whereas the Poor Man, having 
only the Riches of the Mind, has no Avocations, and pur- 
ſues no other Pleaſures than that of improving in Wiſdom 
and Virtue ; and for this Reaſon, you will find more wiſe 
and good Men among the Poor than among the Rich ; and 
if you will ſearch for Content, you will ſooner meet with 
it in a Cottage than a Palace. 


G g Poverty, 
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Poyerty, my Friends, was the Founder of the Roman 
Empire, which was ruined by Riches; and among the Pa- 
Piffs who are right in nothing elſe, they look upon Poverty 
as a ſure Guide to Paradice, for which Reaſon, when 
they. enter into a Relegious Life, they make a Vow of Po- 
verty. If you will but look among the Poets, both An- 
cient and Modern, you will find the beſt have been the 
pooreſt. Homer, who is reckoned the Prince of Poets, 
was fo poor, that he ſang Ballads for his Living. Ariſides 
the juſt, the humane Plato, the wiſe Socrates, many others 
T could name, and all the Modern Writers, whoſe Works 
are worth Reading, were, and are as poor as Church- 
Mice; and I can attribute the Dullneſs of Osborne and 
WWalfingham, and of ſome other.

If nothing elſe could make us in love with Poverty, its 
baniſhing Flatterers, and diſtinguiſhing between the true 
and the falſe Friend, is ſufficient to recommend it. What 
Virtues accompany this Bleſſing How humble, modeſt, 
cautious of giving Offence, humane and obliging does it - 
make us? Poverty alone, will in a very ſhort Space, refine 
and poliſh us more than a long Study of Moral Philoſophy.

F any Thing can, in this Age of Diſputes, be ſaid to 
be agreed by all ſorts of Men, it is, That Govern- 
ment and religion about which Men ought to think and to 
ſpeak freely. On right Notions concerning theſe our hap- 
pineſs in this World and in the next, depends; and there 
fore, as they ſo nearly concern all, nothing can be more 


rational than that all ſhould receive ſome Satisfaction fa 


reſpe& to them. From this } oſition, the beſt Definition 
of Liberty may be drawn; for it is enjoyed where Men 
are permitted to 'enquire freely as to theſe Ponits, and 


it is ſubverted where that Freedom of Enquiry is denied. 


Mm On 
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On this Ground I have been led into an Opinion, that 
we are ftill Free in Britain, notwithſtanding the Aſſertions 
of the Craftſmen, or, to ſpeak with, greater Propriety, 
we are at preſent more free than eyer we were, becauſe 
T obſerve, that the Licence of ſpeaking and writing never 
was extended ſo far as now, nor Politicks or Faith more 
boldly handled, than by the Diſputants of our Times. 
As every Man is ſuppoſed to ſeek happineſs in the 
IManner of Life he addicts himfelf to; ſo in reſpect of re- 
iglous or political Sentiments, all honeſt and virtuous 
Men are to be admitted fit Judges of what they ſhould 
embrace; with this Reſtriction only, that as à certain 
Settlement, by the general Conſent of their Anceſtors, 
was agreed on for the Management of Government, and 
of the publick Form of divine Worſhip; and as under 
the Protection of this Settlement, they muſt have received 
reat Advanrages, before they were in a Condition to 
judge as to theſe Matters for themſelves, ſo they cannot 
have any Right to attempt forcible Alteration of that 
Settlement, whatever private Opinions they may enter- 
tain, But as every Individual has a Stake in the Com- 
monweal to which he belongs, ſo queſtionleſs he has a 
Right to endeavour, as far as he is able, to reaſon on the 
Points effential to the Felicity of the State, in ſuch a 
Manner as may engage a general Concurrence for the 
promoting thereof; 'and provided all Writers had, as they 
enerally pretend to haye, no other Views than theſe, 
ittle Miſchief could from their Alterations, enſue. But the 
Misfortune is, that Men are toofrequently guided by their 
Appetites, and make Reaſon their Hand-maid inſtead of 
the Miſtreſs of their Paſſions. An ambitions Deſire of 
lording it o'er their Fellow-Creatures, or at leaſt of dif. 
tinguiſhing themſelves, as ſome Sprightly Writers have 
termed it, from the Herd of Mankind, is apt to inſti- 
gate Perſons of lively Diſpoſitions, by an artſul Repre- 
ſentation of Things, to create Diſturbances about Govern- 
ment and Religion, not for the ſake of following Verity, 
but iu order to gratify their own 22 Inclinations. Hence 
it comes to paſs, that honeſt well: meaning People are of- 
ten very much Puzzled to diſtinguiſn the gealous Patri- 
ot and the pious Chriſtian, from the deſigning Malcontent 
and the hypocritical Diſſembler.

Let us 
andeayour then to find aut a Remedy, for theſe Evils, that 
is, to lay before the Publick, ſuch an Account of Govern.

frained and ' guarded, it will ever degenerate into Ty- 
ranny. | | 
* This frong Guard againft lawleſs Power, the Conſtitu- 
tion of Great Britain furniſh us with ; for the Three Parts 
of which our Legiſlature conſiſts, if we preſerve the Ba. 
[ will tranſmit our Privileges to eternal Ages, 
and render our Liberties immortal. But our Preſeryation 
abſolutely depends upon the Equality of the Powers lod- 
ged with the conſtituent Parts of the Legiſlature. If the 
Crown grows too ſtrong for the Commons, or the Commons 


for the Crows, we are gone; tbe Balance is loſt, and our 


Liberties will ſoon foliow ; for Thoſe can only be ſecured 
by ſecuring the Equality of the Balance ; or, howeyer, by 
keeping it as near an Equality as poflible ;. for there is no

tions, Th 
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The: Author of the Diſſertation on Parties ſaw this very 
clearly, when he afferted, That a Balance of the Powers, 
divided among the Three: Parts of the Legiſlature, was ef 
ſential] to the Conſtitution, and neceſſary to ſupport it. 
But, how the Balance can be preſerved, when great real 
Power lies. on the Side of the Commons, and the Crows is 
deprived of ali real Power, is very hard to conceive : 
And yet, This is the Paint which That Author hath drove 
at in moſt of his late Diſcourſes. He hath own'd the 
Trath in his Definition of the Conſtitution ; and then given 
it up, on purpoſe to weaken and /ubverta Government in 
which he has no ſhare : For I do aſſirm, and will now prove, 
That *tis impoſſible his Definition ſhould be true, unlefs what 
I have adyanced about the Conſtitution be true : That *tis 
impoſſible to explain, illuſtrate and vindicate his Notion 
of the Balance being eſſential to the Conſtitution, unleſs 
the King hath rea independent Powers as well as the Com- 
mons. And laſtly, That tis impoſſible to account for the 
Conſtitutional Independency which he acknowledges, as di- 
ſtinct from an abſolute Independency, in any other Senſe

This Author aſſerts, That as Equality of the Balance is 
eſſential] to the Conſtitution. I agree with him; and from 
thence, infer, That the Kiag muſt have His real Powers, 
as well as the other Parts of the Legiſlature ; and that He 
can have 0 real Power, (now the Crown Lands are gone, 
and He depends aþ/olutely upon the People for My but 
by thoſe Dependencies through the Kingdom, which his 
Power of diſpoſing of all Places, Civil, Military and Ec- 
cleſiaſtical, creates. | | 
To ſupport our Conſtitution, and carry on the great 
Ends of Goverment by an Union of the Three Powers, there 
muſt be a Relation between the King and the People ari- 
ſing from mutual letereſs; not a nominal, but a real Rela- 
tion He muff receive Benefits from them, and They 
muſt receive Benefits from Him. For, if the King could 
not obige, as well as be obliged, and, if the People felt 
no Advantage derived from Him to Them, they would 
confider Him no more than a Royal Cypher, or meer 
Pageant of State. In this forlorn Condition, ftrip'd naked, 
and left deſtitute of all Ability to confer Favours, or re- 
ward Merit, That Power, which is ſo eſſential to the 
Conſtitution, and ſo neceſſary to preſerve the Balance, 
would be gone.

to ſerve in oppoſing them: But ſuch Men have Eyes and 
ſee not, &c. They have diſown'd all 4b/olute Independen- 
ey in either King, Lords and Commons; and when they 
have difown'd That, they have diſown'd all real Indepes. 
dency; for, properly ſpeaking, there is no Independenc 
but what is 2b/o/ate : whatever Power falls ſhort of 2b/6- 
Hate muſt be /imited and dependent; and thus the/e Authors, 
in their very Contention for the dependency of the Com- 
mons, have given up all Iadependency. But I do affert,

H ISoutrageous Oppoſition (ſays Mr. Walfing bam) 
E 2 begun from the cauſeleſs and inexcuſable Reſent- 
ments of particular Whiggs.

Noble publickly affert, that Sir William Milner was a 
Penſioner, and received 300 J. per Ann. for his voting in 
Parliament, and that he knew from whom he received the 
Tame, it was ordered, that the ſaid William Noble, Clerk, 
ſhould be ſummoned to attend that Houſe forthwith, to

Mr. Noble having been before appriſed that ſuch a

Which was really the Caſe then before them; for tho* 
| Stock-jobbing was an Inconvenience, yet conſidering how 
much it contributed to the ready Circulation of Money, 


and to the ſupporting the Credit of our Funds, it was 
therefore to be follerated. 3 | | 
That the Credit of our Funds depended very much up- 
on the ready Acceſs that People had at all Times to their 
Money, and that this ready Acceſs was chiefly owing ta 
the Practice of Stock. jobbing; by this Practice it was, that 
every Man was always /ure of finding a Purchaſer for his 
Stock whenever he had a Mind to ſell, and by this oz/y 
it was, that there was always a certain and fixed Market 
Price upon every one of our publick Funds; whereas, 
ſhould this Practice be entirely deſtroyed, it might ſoon 
become as difficult to find a Purchaſer for Stock, or to al. 
certain the Price of it, as it is now with reſpect to Land; 
and the concluding of a Bargain might become as tedious 
in one Caſe as it is now in the or ber. | 
That at preſent our People got by Commiſſions and 
Brokerage from Foreigners at leaſt 80,000 J. per Annum, 
which would be all entirely loſt to the Nation, if this Bill 
ſhould paſs into a Law; becauſe all Tranſactions of that 
Nature, even in our own publick Funds, would then be 
carried on, upon the Exchange of Amferdam ; and it 
was well known, that when any Branch of Trade is once 
diverted and turned out of its old Channel, it is no eaſy 
Matter to bring it back again ; and therefore, tho' the 
Bill was to continue but for three Years, it might produce 
fatal Conſequences, becauſe if the Trade of buying and 
ſelling any of our publick Funds ſhould be turned out of 
this Kingdom for three Years only, it might not be in our 
Power to bring it back again. 
That if the Creditors of the Publick were not allowed 
as free and uncontrouled 4 Liberty of diſpoſing of their 
Properties in the publick Funds, as of any other Part of 
their Property, it would not only prevent People's be- 
coming Purchaſers of any of our preſent Funds, but it 
would preyent People's lending their Money to the Go-

That in all other Branches of 'Frade, there was a free 
Liberty allowed to every Perſon that had a Mind to inſure 
his Stock in Trade: That the ſelling of Stocꝶ for time, 
and the giving of Money for the Put of Stock (as it was 
called in merge} was nothing elfe but a Way of 
iuſuring the principal Money which a Man had in the 
publick Funds ; and the preventing a Man from taking 
that Method of ſecuring his Property in the Funds, would 
by very great Hardſhip upon all the Creditors of the 
ublick. | | | 
That it was doing an Injuſtice to the Perſons concern- 
ed in the publick Funds; becauſe it was a ſubjecting them 
to Conditions and Reffraints which they were not ſubject- 
ed to, nor could poſſibly dream of, when they lent their 
Money to the Publick ; which was really in Effect taking 
fo much of their 2 from them; it being certain, 
that every ſort of Property was of the leſs Value, the 
more Conditions and Reſtrictions it was ſubjected to: Nor 
could any Argument in Favour of the Bill be drawn from 
that Law which had been made againſt laying Hagers a- 
bout publick Affairs; becauſe thoſe that might be con- 
cerned in ſuch Wagers had never purchaſed from the Pub- 
tick a Privilege to lay any ſuch; whereas the Creditors 
of the Publick had in ſome manner. purchaſed a Privilege 
of taking any Method they thought -proper for making 
the moſt of the Property they had 1n the publick Funds.

whereby it generally happened that not only the Gamſter 
himſelf was ruined, but many other innocent Men, con- 
cerned with him in an honeſt and fair Way of Trade, 
found themſelves undone, when they had good Reaſon to 
think tnemſelves ſecure. | | 

That Stock. jobhing was worſe than Gaming upon ano- 
ther Account, That Gaming of any orber Kind might be 
carried on upon a fair and equal Foot, but that it was im- 
poffible that Stock- jobbing ever could; for that there 
would always be ſome Perſons behind the Curtain, Who 
muſt neceſſarily know a great deal more of the Game than 
it was poffible for other Adventurers to do. By which 
means they always had an Opportunity of cheating their 
Fellow-Creatures out of what Sums of Money they plea- 
ſed; and it was but too well known that Men had often 
made an unjuſt Uſe of the Knowledge they had in this

| That by the means of this infamous Practice of Steck- 

jobbing, it was always in the Power of ſome of our fo- 
reign Neighbours to lay a heavy Tax upon this Nation, 
and to draw a great deal of Money out of it, whenever 
they thought proper; for as the Prices of all our publick 
Funds muſt always depend, in ſome meaſure, upon the 
Circumſtances of foreign Affairs, and muſt vary according 
as thoſe Circumſtances vary, it would always be in the 
Power of the Miniſters of ſome of the foreign Courts of

In Anſwer to the Arguments made uſe of againſt the

That the Credit of our Funds did not depend upon the 
Gaming or Stock-jobbing in them, but rather ſuffered by 
it, as appeared evidently from this, that the South-See 
Annuities, in which there was little or no Gaming, had 
always bore a higher Price than the Stock, in Propor- 
tion to the Dividends made upon both; and it was certain, 
that every Man who was not endowed with ſomething 
of the Spirit of Gaming, would put a greater Value upon 
that Security, which he was ſure f ſelling again for 
what it coſt him, than upon a Security by which he run 
the Risk of loſing or Ne a great deal: And as to the 
Certainty and Invariableneſs of the Price, the Price of 
Annuities had always been more certain and invariable 
than the Price any other publick Fund, jwhich 
ſhewed that Stock-jobbing rather tended towards unſet- 
ling, —_ towards fixing the Price of any of our publick 
unds.

them at the Head of the Horſe on our Left, compoſed of 
2 Squadron of the King of Sardinia's Life-Guards, the 
Regiments of Horſe of Poyal Piedmont, Orleans, Vogue, 
Briſac, Chepy, and of Coffe. The Imperial Cuiraſſiers, 
Who advanced in very good Order, could not reſiſt our 

: . Cavalry. They were repulſed as far as a little Wood 
beyond the ſmall Plain, on which the Battle began by this 
Attack about half an Hour after Ten in the Morning. 
Our Body of Horſe having. placed themſelves again in 
Order of Battle, that of the Enemy appeared again on 
the Plain, upon a Column of two * ape in Front, 

Whoſe. Right was ſupported by ſome Briars that grew a- 
long the Po. The Count de Chatillon attacked that Co- 
lumn, and repulſed it ; and purſuing the Enemy, he was 
wounded in his Leg by a Musket-Shot. After this ſecond 

Charge, our Horſe then commanded by the Duke d' 
e came and formed again on the Field of Bat- 
1 „ 3 

The Marſhal de Broglio, who commanded the Right 
Wing of our Army, judging that the chief Streſs of the 
Battle would be on the Left, joined the Marſhal de Coig- 

e *4 who commanded on the Left ; where the Regiments 
of Touloze and Rozen were arrived, being headed by the 

- Viſcount de Melun, Lieutenant General, and the Count 
dela Motte Houdancourt, Major-General. 

The Enemy's Cavalry, which fince it was repulſed in 
the ſecond Attack, had only appeared at the Entrance of 
the Wood, advanced into the Plain, ſuſtained on the Right 
and Left by two Columns of Foot. As ſoon as our Co- 
lumns on the Left had formed itſelf in Battle Array, the 
Enemy ſtopped, and from the Center of their Left made 

a frightful Fire of their Artillery, and threw Bombs up- 
on our Squadrons. The Foot on their Right, which being 

| poſted in the Buſhes, were nearer our Horſe, made at the 

| ſame time a great Fire from their Small Arms, which 

| our Troops received without moviug, and with and an 
| admirable Reſolution. | 

| | The Marſhal de Coigny, in order to oppoſe an equal 

| Fire againſt that of the Enemy, placed ſome Pieces of 

Cannon on the Left, which fired very briskly, and did 

| great Execution during the Battle. He ordered ſome Foot 


to advance over-againſt thoſe of the Enemy, and ſent by 
5 the 
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the Brigade of Souvre from the Right of the Army, 
whilſt the Count de Broglio ſent for thoſe of Picardy, 
and the King. 1 

The Brigade of Souvre was planted in an Angle be- 
tween the Fine of Horſe and the Cauſey; and that of Pi- 
cardy among Buſhes on the Right, and before the Horſe. 

This Difpoſition hindered the Enemy's Foot, which was 
on the Left of their Horſe, from making any Motion. 
The Marſhal de Coigny ſent the Regiments of Foot of the 
Dauphin, Orleans, Tele, and Luxemburg, from the Cen- 
ter and the Right; he made them paſs behind the firſt 
Line of Horſe, and ped them on the Left of that Line, 
under the Command of the Count de Boiffieux and the 
Marquis de Chatte, Major-Generals. . Theſe: four Regi- 
ments having ranged themſelyes in Order of Battle, over 
againſt the Enemy 's. Foot, that were poſted behind the 
Buſhes, they charged them with their Bayonets in the 
muzzles of their Muskets, and with ſo much Courage, 
that they beat them a conſiderable way into the Wood. 
The Marquis de Chatte was dangerouſly wounded in this 
Attack ; the Marquis de Teffe was wounded in his Leg, 
and the Marqus de Peze received a Shot in his Arm. 

The Brigades of Carabineers, the Regiment of Cuiraſ- 
ſers, thoſe of Beuyron, and de la Ferronaye, arrived the 
ſame time on the Left, under the Command of the Mar- 
quis de Savines, Lieutenant-General, and M. du Cayla, 
Major-General. Marquis de Bonas, Lieutenant-General, 
the Marqus d' Epinay, and the Count de Coigny, Major- 
Generals, came alſo to the Left, with the three Ragiments 
of Dragoons of the Dauphin, Armenonville, and Vibraye. 
The Dragoons. alighted, and went with the Brigade of 
the King, which M. d' Affry, Lieutenant-General, had 
2 up, and joined the Foot, which had juſt charged 
the Enemy under the Command of the Count de Boiſſieux. 

The Regiments of Horſe that were come to the Left 
giving the Marſhal de Coigny an Opportunity to extend 
the Line of Horſe as far as the Po, the Enemy were a- 
fraid he had a mind to take them in the Flank, and tbere- 
fore they extended their Line alſo, by placing their Foot 
in a very thick Wood, which is on the Banks of that 
River. uring this Motion the Horſe cloſed in the Wood, 
and formed their Lines as cloſe as they could. The Mar- 
ſhal de Coigny inſtently laid hold of that Opportunity to 
cbarge, with the Brigades of the King, the Dauphin and 
FD 2 S0u7"” 
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| Souvre, and with the Dragoons on Foot, the Enemy's 


Foot that were im the Waod, and broke them entirely. 
The Marquis de Peze, who would not retire when he was 


firſt wounded, was in this Attack ſhot through the Body. 


The Carbineers having On, found before them a Bo- 
dy of Foot which they could not force, being on Horſe- 
back, M. de Valcourt, Brigadier, who commanded them 
fince M. de la Motte and and the Count de Parabere were 


wounded in the . pes of the Attack at the Head of 


that Bogy, ordered 40 Carabineers of each Squadron to 
alight, "and march Sabre in Hand againſt the Enemy. 
This bold Action terrified the German Foot to ſuch a 
degree, that they fled, with the reſt of thoſe who had 
been broke in the Wood. It was here, that forcing the 
Enemy to abandon the Plain, M. d' Affry was killed, and 
the Marquifs de Souvrè wounded. _ . 

The Column of Foot poſted on the Left of the Enemy, 


between their Horſe and the Cauſey, retired out of the 


Plain without charging us, and having repaſſed on the o- 


ther Side of that Cauſey, they attack d with the greateſt 


Intrepidity the Center of our Foot, which the King of 
Sardinia, in the firſt Diſpoſition, had placed between the 
Cauſey and the Road leading from Guaſtalla to Luzara ; 
But that Colurm was repulſed with great Loſs to the 
Enemy. After the Marquiſs de Lanion was wounded, 
the Count de Lautrec commanded in this Poſt. The Mar- 
quiſs d'Effaing, the Marquis d' Armentieres, M. de Ville- 
_ and the Marquis de Fodoas, were wounded in this 
track, * | von” | 
The Imperialiſts, not difcouraged at this ill Succeſs, 
made a laft Effort, by bearing down their Left on the 
Road to Euzara, where we had placed four Pieces of 
Cannon, fupported by the two Battallions of the Regiment 
of Maine and that of Nivernois. The Marquiſs de Mail- 
lebois, Lieutenant. General, who commanded thoſe Troops, 
Having ſuſtained that Attack, marched on the Cauſey, in 
order to take the Enemy in Flank and Front; he broke 
them, and\ forced them to fly, after they had loſt a World 
of Men. The Battle was ended by this laſt Action, in 
which the Marquis d' Avarey, and the Count de Boiſſieux 
were wounded. | 5 
The Moment the Imperialiſts had abandoned the Field 
of Battle, the King of Sardinia and the Marſhal de Coig - 
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ny commanded: the Marquiſs de Savines, the Marquis de

marched with the Brigades of Euvergne and the Ring, 
the Carabineers and Dragoons, to purfue the nemy. 
They followed, them a; Mile from the Field of Battle, 
and the Marquifs de Bonas having attack d a Cafline near 
the Cauſey, in which the Enemy had left ſome Men to 
favour their Retreat, | that Cafline was carried with the 
Bayonets in the Muzzles of their Pieces, by the Brigades 
of Auvergae and the King, and the Dragoons on Foot; 
the Enemy's Horſe and Foot not being able to reſiſt the 
Courage of dur Froops.

Montauban, and the Count de Biron, Brigadiers, were 
preſent in the Attack of that Caffine, wherein we ſound 
ſeveral Pieces of Cannon.

The Enemy are retired beyond the Zero, towards, 

Montegiana, The 20th, the King of Sardinia and the 
Marſhal de Coigny marched with the Army to purſue the 
Enemy, and encamped at, Luzara.

The Battle of Guaſtalla will always be Glorious to the 

King's Troops, and thoſe of the King of Sardinia, who 
have equally diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their Courage in 
attacking, and their Intrepidity in refiſting the Efforts'of 
the Enemy. The firſt Difpofition of the 'Troops, made 
by the King of Sardinia, -and the feyeral Orders he 
during the Battle; according to the Motions of the | ng 
my, deſerve as many Encomiums, as the Valour he be- 
haved with, in all the Places where his Preſence was ne- 
ceſſary. The Marſhal de Coigny and the Marſhal de 
Broglio, have on this Occaſion given new Proofs of their 
Volour, and of their Zeal for the Glory of the King's 
Arms, to which the General Officers, and all the Officers 
of the Army have greatly contributed by their Conduct 
and Reſolution.

« poſe that all thoſe who are choſen under ſuch an Influ-

<<. Cuſtom, my Lords, is of a mighty prevalent Nature; 
& even Virtue itſelf owes Reſpect in a great meaſure to

and ſelfiſh Views, ſhould once come to be the ſole Di-

t Name. It was, my Lords, the general Corruption he 
c found in his Country that led that great Man into ſuch 


* an Expreſſion: He died in the Defence of Liberty and 


« Virtue ; and with him expired the laſt Remains of the 
Liberty and Virtue of his Country; for Virtue and Li- 
ce berty always go Hand in Hand; where ever one is, 
te there likewiſe is the other, and from every Country 
cc they take their Flight together. 

<& I have ſaid, my Lords, that it cannot be affirmed, 
cc that any undue Influence has as yet been made uſe of in

« happen; if upon the next Election it ſhould be found, 
« that ſome noble Lords are left out, whoſe Families as 
« well as themſelves have been eminent and remarkable 
« for their Zeal for the preſent happy Eſtabliſhment, as 
« well as for the Revolution upon which it is founded: 
&« Tf ſuch, I ſay, ſhould be left out, for no other Reaſon

the ſtrict Rules of Law, we are not to expect every 
© criminal Fact to be proved by two or three Witneſſes; 
e this is what neither Houſe of Parliament ever thought 
„ themſelyes tyed down to; it is from Circumſtances as 
* well as Proofs that we are to determine, and if ſuch 
“ Circumſtances ſhould concur as muſt convince every 
Man of common Senſe in the Kingdom, I am ſure I 
© need not tell your Lordſhips what you are to do; but 
*© as the preventing of Crimes is much mote prudent and 
“ leſs troubleſomo than the puniſhing of them, let us 
<< therefore now endeayour to prevent the committing of 
bc wy ſuch Crimes, by agreeing to the Refolution propo-

nate Gentleman, of ſome Diſtinction, paſſing that Way 
in a dark Night, his Horſe ſtumbled into this Hole, 
fell through, was drowned, and the Gentleman him- 
ſelf much Hurt.

That if Spain ſhould. preſume to break the Bounds of 
Power in Italy, . there are formidable Princes will riſe 
an 25 ; perbaps our ſelves. — Who theſe for- 
midable Princes are, that He had then in bis Eye, Iknow 
not ; but they have not yet thought fit to exert Them- 
ſelves, tho' tis now almoſt two Years ſince Spain began 
to break ber Bounds in Italy; and as for our ſelves, We 
have been ſo far from riſing in Oppoſition, that We have 
not given the Emperor the leaſt A ſſiſt ince; unleſs the ſecond 
Armada at Spithead, and our preſent exhortatory Nego- 
tiations abroad are to be look'd upon in this Light. Nay, if 
it ſhould be true as the Author of Politicks on both Sides 
intimates, that We firft projected the Plan of Operations, 
which France and her Allies are now executing in Haly, 
and afterwards encouraged his Imgerial Majefy to oppoſe 
the Election of King Staniſſaus in Poland, which gave 
the French an Handle at leaſt to make Way upon him ;

This latter Reformation was 
even inferior to the Regulations of Salon, whoſe grand 
Principles was to Follow Theſeus, in fixing as much as 
Poffible an Equality among the Atbenians, which as Mr. 
Rollin obſerves, ſeemed to him to be the Foundation, 
and moſt effential Point of Liberty : And therefore he 
reſolved, to continue the management of all Publick Offi- 
ces by the Rich ; but to indulge. the Poor at the ſame 
Time, with ſome ſhare of the Government. > 
To this End, he cauſed an Eftimate to be made of what 
every Man was worth, and reduced the Body of the Peo-

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The Natives were enrolled Citizens at the age of twen- 
ty, and they were tied down to a certain Oath for their

Of this Oath our Author gives us a Copy from $4. 
Þaxus and Pollux; and the Obligations, the Athenian Citi. 
zens thereby laid themſelves under were, to ſupport the 


Cauſe of Religion and their Commonweaith, to the lateſt 


Moments of their Lives; and to ſubmit, in all Things, to 
the Magiſtrates, Laws, aud every Regulation which 
mould be made by the general conſent of the People, 
Kc. 4.4 ; 


At firſt the People were divided into Four Tribes, 
which Number was afterwards encreaſed to Ten: And 


they were ſubdivided into into what they called, Pa- 
gi. 5 | 5 


elſe in Attica, were deprived of all Share in the Govern. 
ment, unleſs they were adopted, had no vote in the Af. 
ſembly of the People. 7 

Theſe were in general called Ingrilini, and were not 
only obliged to ſubmit to to the Laws and Cuſtoms of 
the Republick, but to pay yearly a Tribute to the State; 
in Default of which they became Slaves. 

Of Servants or Slaves, the Athenians had two Sorts. 
Such as were born free, but were reduced to the Neceſſity 
of Seryitude, . by ſome Misſortune or other ; and ſuch as 
were made ſo by being Captives in War, or bought with 


a Price. If any of theſe were, at any time, treated with 
too great Severity, they could bring an Action, for Relief, 


againſt their Mafters, who, if the Allegations of their 


Slaves were duly proved, were obliged to ſell them to 


others ; and if ever they were able to raife a Sum ſuſh- 
cient to buy their Liberty, they had a Right to demand 
it. The Commonality bad a very great Power in A- 
zhens : For to them might Appeals be lodged, ſrom all 
Sentences end Deciſions whatſoever. They had a Right 


to abrogate all ancient Laws, and to fupply the Place of 


them with new Ones ; in ſhort, all Matters of any great. 
Importance were decided by them. 

To regulate the Proceedings of this Body Colon eſtab- 
liſhed a Sort of Senate or Council, conſiſting of 400 Per- 


fons, which were choſen 100 out of each Triibe; but when 


the Number of Tribes encreafed, that Council. was like- 
wiſe augmented, and 50 being choſen out of each - = 
EE Sd | | ribes. 


All Foreigners who reſided at Athens; or any where 
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Tribes, it cooſiſted of 300 Perſons. . Theſe were not, 
however, inveſted with the People; all that they had to 


do was to prepare, and to bring into ſome Order, ſuch 


Matters as were to be laid before them, where they re- 
ceived their final Sanction. | : 
The firſt Eſtabliſhment of the Areopagus is, by Cicero 


and Plutarch, attributed to Solon; but Mr. Rollas is of | 


different Opinion, and thinks that he only gave a greater 


Luftre and Authority to that Council, by re-eſtabliſhing it. 


According to his Regulation, none could be admitted to 
that Dignity, but ſuch has had before born the Office of 
Archon; but he did not Reſtrain to the Members of it te 
any certain Number. Their Employ was to force a ſtrict 
Obſervation to the Laws, to have an Eye over the Con- 
duct of their Fellow-Citizens, and to judge in Religious 
and Criminal Cauſes, and rhey were generally very ſeye 
in their Judgment. 0 
Various were the Denominations of the Athenian Magi- 
ſtrates. Our Author, in this Place, confines himſelf to 


the Archons who ſucceeded the Kings. At their firſt E- 


ſtabliſhment they enjoyed that Poſt during Life. It was 
afterwards thought requiſite to confine their Authority to 
ten Years, and in the End it became annual. When Solos 
began a Reformation of the Athenian Conſtitution, he found 
them nine, which Number he continued, but very much 
clip'd the Wings of their Authority. ; 
We come now to the Afemblies of the People, which 
were of two Kinds, Ordinary and Extraordinary ; but 
they were fixed to no particular Places. A Penalty was 
inflicted on ſuch Citizens as abſented themſelyes from theſe 
Afemblies, or that came to them too late; and every 
one had a Right of voting. As ſoon as a Reſolution was 
taken, it was committed to Writing, then read aloud, 
* being confirmed by the whole Body, paſs'd into a 
aw. | 

Mr. Rollin next obſerves, that the celebrated Council 
of the Amphietyons was not peculiar to the Athenians, but 
was a kind of Convention to the States of Greece. A 
King of Athens, from whom it received its Name, is ſup- 
poſed to be the firft Founder of it. We are not particu- 
larly informed what Number of Cities had Right to a Seat 
in this Council; but this we know, that each City ſent two 
Deputies, which had an equal Authority to diſcuſs, and 
bually to decide all Differences between the Cities or * 
| ple 
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ple they reprenſented. It was alſo they who were char. 
ged with the Protection of the Oracle of Delpbos, and to 
this Care were 1 immenſe Riches of the Tem. 
ple of Apollo. the Deputies were admitted into 
„this Aſſembly, they bound themſelves by an Oath of mu- 
tual Defence, which was enforced by the moſt horrid Im. 
Precations and Execrations. From the Time Philip was 
àdmitted into the Convention of the Ampbietyons, that Bo. 

dy began to decline. For farther Information of theſe 
Matters, our Author refers his Readers to a Differtation 
written by Mr. de Vallois, and inſerted in the third Vo- 
lame of the Memoirs of the Academy. of Belles Lettres. 
Our Author now conſiders the Revenues of Athens, 
which he reduces to four Branches. (I.) Thoſe wihch 
aroſe from the Cultivation of Lands, the Sale of their 
Wood, Gold and Silver Mines, and the like, which migh: 
be called Publick Funds. (2.) Such Contributions as they 
received from their Allies towards the common Expen- 
ces of War. (3 All extraordinary Taxes, which were 
raiſed upon preſſing Occaſions ; and (4.) Fines impoſed up- 
on Criminals. All theſe put into one common Treaſury, 
a tenth Part for the Goddeſs Minerva, and a fiftieth ſor 
their other Duties, being firſt reſeryed. 

Our Author concludes this Chapter with an Account of 
the Education of the Athenian Youth ; and this he con- 
fiders under the ſeveral Heads of Dancing, Muſick, 
Hunting, Riding, Military Exerciſes, the Study of the 
Belles Letters, and that of the Sciences. In the ſecond 
Chapter, he gives his Readers a very particular Account 
of the Military State, as well of the Athenians as the 
Lacedemonians, their Arms, their Method of Forming 
their Troops, Sc. He gives the Advantage in Cavalry 
to the Lacedemonians, but ſays they were much inferior in 
their Maritime Forces. He gives a Deſcription of the 
Athenian Ships and Gallies, c. from Montfaucon ; and 
ſpeaking of the diſtiuguiſh'd Valour of both theſe Nations 
he attributes it to the Spartan Laws, the whole Tendency 
of which was to form Soldiers. Being from their Youth 
inured to hard Labour and manly Exerciſes, the Lacede- 
demonian Youths, when arrived to Manhood, were equal 
to all the Fatigues of War. The exact and ſtrict Obedi- 
ence they tied down to, from wnich no Man was exempt, 
inſpir'd them with with Diſpoſitions which were exceeding

The Glory obtained by their Anceſtors in War, was a 

Spur to them and would not ſuffer to degenerate ; aud a- 

nother ſtrong Motive which worked upon them daily, 

and produced a wonderful Effect, was an Emulation and 
Jealouſy of their renowned Rivals. Another Thing which 

contributed largely to perpetuate the Valour of both 

theſe Nations, was the ditt uiſhing Marks of Favour, 

which were publickly . on thoſe who had ſignali- 

zed themſelves in the Field, and the Honours heaped on 

thoſe who fell in the Cauſe of their Country. But there 

was yet another Cauſe which cannot but have been of great 

Weight with them. What a Scandal it is (ſays he) to ſome - 
Modern Nations, to ſee brave Men who have been diſ- 

abled in the Service of their Country, abandsned to Want 
and Miſery ; and whole Families reduced to Beggary by

TU is no Kind of Study (ſays Mr. D' Anvers) 
more uſeful to private Men, nor indeed more in- 
ſtructive to Perſons of the higheſt Stations, than 'T hat of 
ancient Hiſfory; and more particularly thoſe Paſſages, which 
relate to the Riſe and Fall of M7zi#ers and Favourites. 
The frequent Examples which occur to us of Abuſe of 
Power in "Thoſe, who are entruſted with it, alarm the 
Publick and put them upon their Guard againſt Men, who 
are raiſed above the common Level, and get the Reins of 
Government into their Hands. ir of 

The ſame Sort of Knowledge is equally advantageous 
to Thoſe, who are thus exalted, whether by real Merit, 
or by Fevorr and Corruption. The firff of theſe will 
find how neceffary it is to be ſtrictly watchful over their 
own Minds, that they may not be depraved and intoxi- 
cated with their Authority.—— The other, if they have 
Senſe enough to make any juſt Obſervation, will trem- 
ble at the Danger, to which They are expoſed. They 
will ſee how few Men, who have been raiſed upon ſach 
Principles, have eſcaped the ſevere Reſentment of the Peo- 
ple; and therefore learn from thence to act, (as it behoves 
ſuch Perſans in a more particular Manner to. do) with the 
greateſt Care and Circumſpection. 

It is of the utmoſt Confequence to all Princes and Go- 
yernors to regulate their Conduct after the fame Model. 
Hiſtory will afford them ſufficient Inſtruction, and diſcoyer 
a Truth, which they ought to carry always in their Minds; 
that every Reign and Adminiftration will prove at leaft in- 
glorious, if not unproſperons, in which any one Man 7s di- 
fingufhed by a notorious Partiality. | 

A late Author, of very conſiderable Note, hath a Paſ- 
ſage in his Writings to this Effect. Henry the IVth of 
* France was a great King, without a Favourite; and a 
more glorious Character cannot be given of a Prince; 
for it ſuppoſes Him ſuſſicient to act by his own Coun- 
* ſels, and to controul his own Paſſions ; which Macbig- 
* vel calls the Perfection of Human Wiſiom, and which

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4 only can anſwer that great End of Government, the im- 
<< partial Diſtribution of Favour and Juſtice. : 

„ But thoſe Reigns have ever proved unfortunate, to 
& ſay no worſe, where Princes have implicitly reſigned 
0 Themſelves into the Hands of Favourites and Minions, 
the Corruptors of Government, and the evil Genii of 
&« Crowns. | 

Mr. D'Anyers concludes his Paper with an Account of 
the Character and Fate of Rufinus, fr f Miniffer and Fu- 
Tourite of Theodoſius; and of which we ſhall give cur 


Readers an Abridgment. | 
Rufinns was a Native of Gaul, but ſo mean and obſcure, 


that none of the Hiſtorians have been able to deduce his Pe- 
digree; and we find little Mention of Him, till He pro- 
cured a conſiderable Employment under Theodofius. His 
Elevation quite turn'd his Head; and inſtead of making 
a right Uſe of it, by conducting himſelf with Gratitude 
and Acknowledgment to the Per/ons, who rais'd Him; 
with Regard and Decency to his Superiours; He grew 
treacherous to the one, and inſolent to the others. He 
began to forget his Original; to neglect his old Friends; 
to talk loudly of his Services and Deferts, and to flatter 
His Ambition and Ayarice with unbounded Proſpects. | 
In order to accompliſh his Deſigns, He found it neceſ- 
fary to remove Men of Reſolution, Worth and Probity 
from the Court. He endeavoured always to keep back 
ſuch Men from Preferment, and to advance Thoſe who 
were of more obſequious and ductile Principles. 

He was the Adviſer of the moſt arbitrary Meaſures, 
and the Promoter of Schemes moſt detrimental to the Pub- 
lick; ſuch as were dangerous even to his Maſter Theodoſſ us, 
by expoſing Him to a general Odium. He exerciſed at 
large an unlimited Power over the Nobility and Populace, 
who were now both miſerably degenerated from the Vir- 
tue and Glory of their Anceſtors. The Dignity of the 
Patrician Order, was in a great Meaſure extinguiſhed. 
The Rights and Priyileges of the Plebeians were groſly 
invaded. The Laws of the 7welve Tables, the Magna 
Charta of the Romans, were no longer held ſacred, but 
openly and ſcandalouſly violated. The Conſtitution, and 
even the Roman Name itſelf was in Danger of being to- 
tally aboliſhed. 

The Senate, that is the Majority of it, was become little 


better than a Collection, or Aſſembly of Penſioners, of 
| | i er- 
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ferment Hunters, Bey-Politicians, and Court-Slaves ; who, 
being diveſted of their original, Senatorian Authority, had 
loſt all Senſe of Juſtice, all Freedom of Voting, all that. 
Force of Eloquence, and that Spirit of Liberty, which ani- 
mated the 0/4 Romans, and made them the Porrar of ar- 
bitrary Power. No Proceedings were too violent, no 
Decrees too unjuſt, no Reſolutions too abſurd, no Actions, 
no Managements too profligate ſor Them, when They 
were executing the Commands of their great Lord and 
Maſter, Rafi nus. They were grown odious in the Eyes 
of the People, and contemptible of Him they fſery'd ; 
whoſe Policy was firſt to make Men proſtitute their Cha- 
raters to his Drudgery, that he might afterwards diſcard 
them at Pleaſure, without any Apprehenſions of Danger 
from their Intereſts. Tiberius had not more Reaſon to 
laugh at the baſe Compliances of the Senate in his Time, 
when He cried out, O Homines ad Servitutem paratos / O 
Beafts of Burthen ! than Rufinus had at the laviſh Conde- 
ſcention of this. t 80 FE | 
Thus Rufinus every where interpoſed, every where pre- 
vailed. All Preferments, Ecclefiaſtical, Civil and Military, 
were at his Diſpoſal ; and even the Determinations of pri- 


vate Property began to partake of the general Corruption.” 
No Frivate Law Suit between Man and Man could be 


carry'd on without exorbitant Expence ; and in all State- 
Proſecutions there hardly remained the outward Appear- 
ance of Juſtice. He had Informers and Evidences in con- 
ſtant Pay, who were inſtructed to ſwear any Thing, and 
to accuſe any Body ; by which Means He ſcreen'd Him- 
ſelf trom the juſt Reſentment of Thoſe, who ſought to 
redreſs the Injuries of the Publicxk.— In a Word, his 
whole Adminiſtration was one continued Scene of Rapine ; 
and tho' it laſted but a few Years, He had by his Grants 
from Arcadius, (who ſucceeded Theodeſzus, and by whom 
He was continued in Employment) with his Extortions 
from the People, heaped together an immeaſurable Maſs 
of Wealth. 5 


But this inſatiable Avarice and abominable Oppreſſion 


could not be borne for ever. His Power began viſibly 
to decline. The People freely arraigned. his Miſmanage- 
ments, expoſed his Corruptions, and called aloud for Re- 
ſtitution and Juſtice. Some uttered bold Speeches in pub- 
lick Aſſemblies; others wrote Invectives againſt Him; 
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and even his own miniſterial Siaves defended him with leſs 
Zeal and Alacrity than uſual. | 
All This Rafinus obſerved with a ſtrict and watchful 
Eye. He was ſo conſcious of his own Guilt, that He 
apprehended every Thing from a Pariy, which was now 
gaining Ground upon Hun every Day; a Party, which 
Was not only ſuperior to his own in Number, but. much 
more conſiderable in Eſteem ; being compoſed of Men of 
the firſt Rank, the largeſt Properties, and the greateſt Abili- 
ties; whom no Motives could induce tamely to acquieſce 
under the Grievances and Calamities of their Country; who 
could not, without Horror, reflect on the Conſequences 
of an exhaufted Treaſury and an endangered Constitution; 
who preſerved the Principles of GP Honour and 
Loyalty, in the worſt of Times; even under his moſt de- 
teitable Miniſtry. 7 366 | „ 
In order therefore to ſtem the Torrent of popular Ha. 
tred, He made a ſecret League with the barbarous Nations, 
who were then over-running Europe, and threw Himſelf, 
as his laſt Reſort, into the Arms of A/aric the Goth. 
But this Behaviour only rous'd the Indignation of his 
Oppoſers, the Defenders of publick Dn, and gave 
with good Reaſon the greateſt Offence to Thoſe, who 
had any Regard to the common Safety; for what deplora- 
ble Circumſtances muſt a Nation be in, when its chief Mi- 
aiſters fly to Foreigners, on every approach of Danger, 
and barter away the Conſtitution of their Country for their 
own perſonal Safety? gut to return to Rxſxus. 
The Meaſure of his Iniquity was now full. This laſt, 
treacherous Step incens'd the Multitude againſt Him be- 
yond all Bonnds. They could not contain Themſelves 
any longer; but reſolved to deliver and revenge I hem- 
ſelves on ſucb @ Minifer ; which They did by tearing 
Him into a thouſand Pieces. a | 
Thus fell the infamous Ryfinus, a Sacrifice to popular 
Rage ; and tho' his Death was violent, yet was it natural; 
for however wiſe Men may condemn ſuch extrajudicial Pu- 
niſhments,'it is impoſſible to reſtrain the Fury of the People, 
when They find Themſelves grieyouſly oppreſſed, and de- 
prived of all other Means of Relief, |

Concern of the State, and the Methods of it were ap- 
pointed by the Laws, Cyrus went thro” the ſame Diſcipline 
with the other Youth, he was not privileg'd to be more 
ignorant than any other Perſon in the Kingdom, becauſe 
he was to be greater than any other Perſon in the King- 
dom, but the Diſtinctions of Greatneſs are very different- 
ly underſtood from what they were in thoſe Days. 
Lowe Emperors and Princes long ſince Cyrus, by the Help 
of able Maſters and Inſtructors, have indeed been taught 
to play tolerable well upon the Fiddle, an Art (or Trick 
T may call it) of which Cyrus was altogether ignorant, for

with Courts, and have paſs'd their Lives in Buſineſs or 
Study, and accidentally fall into Acquaintance with theſe 
People, are ſurpriz'd that ſuch trifling and inſignificant 
Creatures ſhould find Favour any where; and I remem- 
ber once a Man of excellent Capacity, who happen'd for a 
while to converſe with thoſe People, by being obliged to 
folicit an Affair at a certain Court, made this Remark, that 
there was not one in ſix of them, from the higheſt to the 
loweſt, that was capable of any 'Thing but what he could 
teach a Dog to do in a Month. ; 

Amongſt the Millions of Subjects over whom a Prince 
has Rule, there are but few, with whom he is perſonally 
xquainted, and out of thoſe few, he chuſes his Miniſters 
and Servants, if it has been his Misfortune never to have 
had Men of Senſe or Honour placed about him ; you cannot 
expect to ſee Ferſons of that Character in the Adminiſtra- 
tion of publick Affairs. . 

Under weak Governments the whole Power is often 
delegated to one; when this one diſtracts and ruins the 
Affairs of the Commonwealth, it is dangerous to him to 
haye a Perſon come near the Perſon of the Prince who is 
capable of ſhewing the Weakneſs, and Iniquity of his Admi- 
tration, He fills the Court with Fs. The Blun- 
ders of the Men in Buſineſs become the common Fefs of 
ſome Companies, and Pity of others.

T is faid, that Places and Pecuniary Gifts (ſays Mr. 

Osborne) _— a dangerous Influence upon a Houſe 
of Commons. That's true, fo they may, but yet the 
Royal Power of diſpoſing of them muſt remain. Our 
Safety lies here, that the King has 20 Equivalent to give 
the Houſe of Commons for parting with their Liberty. 
But if any Men will be ſo weak, or ſo wicked as, for the 
Sake of a temporary precarious Poſſeflion, to part with a 
more certain, valuable, and laſting Good, there is no help- 
ing of it. A King may corrupt Members of the Houſe 
of Commons, and a Houſe of Commons may corrupt the 
King: Nor is there any Remedy for this, but what's 
worſe than the Diſeaſe ; for as ſoon as theſe Parts of the 
Legiſlature are placed out of a pgſſibility of corrupting one 
another, all their real Power would be gone: Tis better, 
therefore, to preſerve the Three Parts of the Legiſlature 


_ diffine, with their ſeveral Powers and Privileges, tho 


_ the Poſſibility of Corruption remains, than to deſtroy the 
real Diſtinction of the Three Powers, and the Peffibility 


with it. 
: Theſe 
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Th 6 ſe. Men are eternally W rĩting about the King's cor- 
tuptin : the Houſe of Commons, but they never lock on 
tother Side of the Queſtion. I could name ſeveral Parlia- 
ments, who have endeavoured to corrupt the King and the 
Nation too: Several in King William's Reign would have 
puſn d him on Meaſures agalnſt Liberty, and would have 
alſo diſabled him, by Ads of Parliament, ſo far as to lie 
entirely at their Mercy, on purpoſe to pave the way for 
another Revolution. Nothing but a prudent Management 
of the Prerogative, and the Dependencies created by it, 
could haye preſerved us, at that Time, from falling into 
the Hands of the Stuarts. So that he hey 7 may be cor-

the Lords did, with great Learning and Judgment, (in the 
Aylesbury Caſe, about the Right of a Man to be an Elec- 
tor) aſſert the Right, that al the People of England had 
to ſeek for Juſtice, in Courts of Law, upon all ſuch Occa- 
fions ; and that the Houſe of Commons, by their Votes, 
{truck at the Liberties of the People, at the Law of England, 
and at the Fudicature of the Houſe of Lords; for the 
Commons would have made rh, Right of Perſons voting, 
to be determined by their Votes in the Houſe, and not by 
the Lows of England, which would have put an End to 
all our Liberties at once. | 3

Liberty, unleſs They fall into à State of univerſal Cor- 
ruption;. and when They are once fallen into ſuch a 
State, They will be ſure to loſe what They deſerye no 
longer to enjoy. To what Purpoſe therefore ſhould our 
Corfitution have ſuppoſed a Caſe, in which no Remedy 
can avail; à Caſe, which can never happen, till the Spi- 
tit, which formed bis Conf:tution firit, and hath pre- 
ſerved it ever ſince, ſhall be totally extinguilbed z and till 
it becomes an ideal Entity, like the Utgpie, exiſting in the 
Imagination, or Memory, no where elſe? As all Govern- 
ment began, ſo all Government muſt end by the People: 
tyrannical Governments by their Virtue, and Courage, 


and even free. Governments by their Vice and Baſeneſs. 


Our Conffitution, indeed, makes it impoſſible to deſtroy 


Liberty by any fudden Blaft of popular Fury, or by the 
Treachery 


of a Few; for though the Many cannot eafily 
burt, They may eaſily ſave Themſelves, But if the Many 


vill concur with the Few; if They will adviſedly and 


deliberately ſuffer their Liberty to be taken away by 
Thoſe, on whom They delegate Power to preſerve it;

eſtabliſhed in This, than in other Countries; by ſo muc 
the more heavy would. our juſt Condemnation prove in

Poſterity. There have been Ages of Gold, and of Silver, 


of Braſs and of Jron, in our little World, as in the great 


World, though not in the ſame Order.

The antient Britons are to us the Aborigenes of our 
Iſland.

If This were true, it would only furniſh more 
Reaſons to be always on our Guard, to be jealous of 
eyery extraordinary Demand, and to reject conſtantly 
every Propoſition, though never fo ſpecious, that had 2 
2 to weaken the Barriers of Liberty, or to raiſe 
a, Strength ſuperior to theirs. Bet H cond! itefs I do not 
think We can be led blindfold ſo far as the Brink of the 
Precipice, I know that all Words, which are Signs of 
complex Ideas, furniſh Matter of Miſtake and Cavil. We 
diſpute about - Juſtice, for Inftance, and fancy that We 
have different Opinions about the ſame Thing; whilſt, by 
ſame little Difference in the Compoſition of our Ideas; it 
happens that We have only different Opinions about diffe- 
rent Things, and ſhould be of the ſame Opinion about the 
ſame Thing.

d them. Thus to inſtance in an antient and modern 
State. The Republick of Spart became ſo Powerful by 
its Victories, and the Reputeè of the Virtues of its Citizens, 
that at length it wanted real Strength to maintain what by 
Reputation it had acquired, which it would not have done, 
had Lycurgus provided as wiſely for making it Populous as 
for making it Powerful, in Fropottion to the Number of 
its People. In Denmark, the King had formerly high 
Titles, ſome Prerogatives, but a moderate Share in the 
Government, Part of which was in the Hands of the 
Nobles, and Part belonged to the Commons. The Nobi- 
lity taking Advantage of the Times, encroach'd ſomewhat 
on the King, more upon the People; till at laft ſeeing, 
or pretending to fee their Error, when the Capital was 
beſieged, they promiſed, in Cafe the People behaved well, 
to grant them better Terms than lately they had allowed 
them; the Commons ' acquieſced, the Siege was raiſed, 
and the Nobility apprehending no further Danger from a 
foreign Enemy, gave plain Indications of their defigning 
to tyrannize as uſual at Home. But the People took Cou- 
rage, and revenged their Wrongs ; they went and forced 
the Aſſembly of the Nobles to go and give up all their Pri. 
vileges to the King, and ſo <a theſe haughty Lords, at 
leaſt as much Slaves as themſelves ; and thus this mixed 
Government changed into an abſolute Monarchy.

To this Rome was 
indebted for the Beginning of her Greatneſs ; this laid the 
Baſis of her Dominion, by making her Nobles wiſe,-and 
ber People brave; and yet this produced the yiolent Death 
of that 1 who projected this Eſtabliſhment. It hap- 
Roy. thus: Romulus puffed up with his vaſt Succeſs in 
ar, delivered from his Colleague Tatius, who was mur- 
dered in a Conſpiracy, not unknown, as many ſuppoſe, to 
the Roman King, meditated great Matters. He carreſſed 
his Army, dealt graciouſly with the People; but ſuffered 
Affairs of State to be no longer debated in the Senate.

I had not waited lorg, be- 
fore he returned back. in the utmoſt Conſternation, and 
told us, that all the Neighbourhood thereabout ſwarm'd 
with Coffacks ; that he had been examined, but had got clear, 
dy telling them, that as he was — ñ wonagpry the 
Army, he had loſt his Horſes in the Meadows, and was 
looking for them.

I prevailed ; and the Land- 
lord returned ſoon after, to tell us, that the Coſſacks were 
gone, and that the Paſſage was now open.

1 
no ſooner got into it, but I wiſhed for Horſes, to purſue

1 
was ſorced to let them ſleep on, and walk round the Houſe 
as a Centinel; I was ſoon grown weary of my Poſt, and 
going back into the Room, and waking, as gently as poffi- 
bly, one of my Peaſants; T intreated him, in the ſofteſt 
Words, to go and hire Horſes for us. He went out, and 
returned in about two Hours, but ſo drunk that he could 
hardly ſtand ; bringing with him a Man, who offered to 
hire us two Horſes and a Calaſh ; upon Condition, that we 
ſhould leave the value of them with one of the Townſ- 
men; that nothing might be loſt by us, if we were plun-' 
dered by the Coſſacks.
